The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Chairman. 

Upon  call  of  the  Roll,  a  quorum  was  found  to  he  present. 

Minutes  of  the  last  day's  meeting  read  and  approved. 

Upon  motion  of  Supervisor  Fox,  Supervisor  Tompkins  was 
excused  from  today's  session  of  the  Board. 

Upon  motion  of  Supervisor  Hoopingarner,  Supervisor  McKay 
was  excused  from  today's  session  of  the  Board. 

The  County  Clerk  here  presented  a  Local  Option  petition 
which  was  filed  in  his  office  December  28,  1908,  containing  the 
names  of  2,681  petitioners  praying  that  an  election  be  held  in  this 
county  to  ascertain  the  will  of  the  qualified  voters  of  this  county, 
whether  or  not  the  manufacure  of  liquor  and  liquor  traffic  be  pro- 
hibited within  the  county.  The  number  of  names  appearing  on 
said  petition  have  been  compared  with  the  returns  and  canvass  of 
the  last  General  Election  held  on  November  3,  1908,  in  which  the 
highest  number  of  votes  was  6.467;  and  it  appears  that  such  sub- 
mission of  said  question  of  prohibition  has  been  prayed  for  by  not 
less  than  one-third  of  all  the  qualified  voters  of  the  entire  count}'.

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At  this  time  Supervisor  Luce  took  occasion  to  ask  the  Super- 
intendents of  the  Poor  whether  or  not  in  their  opinion  it  would  be 
advisable  for  the  county  to  purchase  an  addition  to  the  county 
farm.

Your  Committee  on  Drains  would  respectfully  report  that  they

This  official  is  entirely  compensated  for  his  services  by  such 
fees  as  are  provided  by  Statute  (Sec.  261 1)  and  the  aomunt  of  the 
same  fixed  by  Sec.  3429-9045-9055-9057-9224-9227-10566  and  11227, 
which  latter  Section  authorizes  a  fee  of  11  cents  per  folio  (or  100 
words)  for  entering  and  recording  deeds  or  other  instruments  to  be 
paid  when  the  same  is  left  for  record.  Sec.  2615  provides  that  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  of  each  County  shall  from  time  to  time  pro- 
vide suitable  books  at  the  expense  of  the  County,  for  the  entering 
and  recording  of  all  deeds  and  matters  required  by  law  to  be  entered 
and  recorded  by  the  Register  of  Deeds ;  and  Sec.  2616  directs  that 
a  Seal  be  procured  at  the  expense  of  the  County  and  a  legible  im- 
pression placed  upon  the  face  of  the  certificate  of  record  of  every 
instrument  after  the  same  shall  have  been  recorded.

Searching  records,  6c  per  year. 

The  last  item  mentioned  has  not  been  charged  by  incumbents 
of  the  office  (with  the  exception  of  Mr.  Gripman)  and  is  usually  the 
work  of  the  Abstractor  and  except  where  the  amount  is  specified  in 
the  sections  referred  to  above  the  amounts  charged  as  per  the 
Schedule  s^forthj  for  recording  instruments  is  based  upon  the  stat- 
utory rate  or  iic  per  folio  (or  100  words)  and  the  flat  rate  so  fixed 
by  such  Schedule  is  more  often  less  than  the  amount  that  could  be 
legally  demanded,  than  in  excess  of  such  amount,  and  we  find  that 
the  fixing  of  such  Schedule  is  fair  and  conductive  to  the  expedition 
of  the  business  of  the  office.  For  such  further  use  as  this  Board 
may  have  for  such  information  we  find  that  the  amount  received 
during  the  year  1908  for  entering  and  recording  instruments  was 
$2189.25. 

THE  COUNTY  CLERK. 

This  official  receives  a  salary  of  $700.00  per  annum,  is  Clerk 
of  the  Circuit  Court,  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  Register  in 
Chancery  and  receives  statutory  fees  that  are  provided  for  his  ser 
vices  in  the  capacities  above  enumerated  except  as  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors. 

Eased  upon  the  business  apparent  by  the  record  for  the  year 
1908  we  estimate  his  receipts  as  Register  in  Chancery  at  $1000.00 
per  annum,  the  fees  to  which  he  is  entitled  as  Clerk  of  the  Circuit 
Court  are  doubtless  $200.00  annually,  and  from  miscellaneous 
matters,,  as  marriage  license,  recording  births  and  deaths,  issuance 
of  Hunters  License   Copying  Journal  of  Board  of  Supervisors  for 
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publication,  and  all  other  sources  amount  to  $300.00,  making  a  total 
of  $2200,00  from  which  he  is  compelled  to  pay  his  deputy  which 
leaves  the  net  receipts  of  this  office  an  amount  which  we  consider 
hardly  commensurate  with  the  labor  involved,  nature  of  the  em- 
ployment and  constant  attendance  necessary. 

Our  attention  has  been  called  to  the  practice  of  the  County 
Clerk  relative  to  a  flat  rate  charge  in  a  certain  class  of  cases  in 
Chancery,  in  which  cases  there  is  charged  $7.50  and  while  we  find 
that  the  charge  is  partially  justified  by  the  custom  which  has  pre- 
vailed for  more  than  twenty  years,  we  find  that  such  fiat  rate  of 
$7.50  is  excessive  and  unwarranted  by  the  Statute. 

THE  JUDGE  OF  PROBATE. 

The  salary  of  this  office  is  fixed  by  the  Statute,  based  upon 
the  population  of  the  County,  and  is  $1400.00  and  it  is  expressl} 
provided  in  the  Act  fixing  such  salary  that  the  salary  so  named 
shall  be  full  compensation  for  all  services  performed  by  them  in' 
connection  with  any  estate  or  matter  in  their  respective  Courts,  an( 
they  shall  make  no  charge  to  any  person  for  any  paper  drawn  01 
service  performed  by  them  or  any  person  or  Cli|rk  coninected  witl 
their  office,  except  for  copies  of  records  or  papers  on  file  and  cer 
tificates  and  exemplifications  of  records  or  papers  in  his  office  whicl 
shall  be  furninshed  for  ten  cents  per  folio,  and  25c  for  certifying 
sealing  and  attesting  the  same ;  and  there  has  been  added  under  Act 
number  325  Public  Acts  of  1907  known  as  the  Juvenile  Court  Act 
$200.00  to  the  above  salary. 

Your  Committee  has  made,  as  complete  an  examination  of  the 
official  records  in  said  office  as  the  limited  time  will  permit  and  find 
that  the  fees  charged  in  nearly  all  cases  are  the  customary  charges 
•prevailing  for  over  twenty  years.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  ex- 
cept in  proceedings  under  the  Drain  law,  the  salary  provided  by 
statutory  enactment  is  intended  to  be  full  compensation  for  all  ser- 
vices performed,  and  that  in  cases  wherein  the  County  has  been 
charged  with  fees,  that  the  only  justifiable  charge  is  that  for  the 
final  order  therein  at  loc  per  folio  and  25c  for  certification,  sealing 
;ind  attesting  the  same.  Tn  connection  with  mention  of  the  Drain 
Ipw,  wc  have  to  report  that  we  have  examined  the  Pridgeon- War- 
ner Drain  case,  and  find  that  the  charges  of  the  Judge  of  Probate 
n.re  authorized  and  in  all  respects  warranted  by  the  statutory  pro- 
visions governing  the  cases  excei)t  as  to  the  charge  of  loc  per 
folio  fr)r  certain  i)rinted  matter  used  in  copies  made.  We  find  that 
in  27  copies  necessary  to  be  served  u]:()n  parties  in  interest,  a  print- 
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ed  description  was  pasted  into  the  same,  that  such  printed  matter 
was  the  property  of  the  particular  fund  pertaining  to  the  Drain 
mentioned  and  paid  for  by  the  Drain  Commissioner  from  that  fund, 
and  we  find  that  any  charge  for  that  description  at  foho  rates  is  un- 
warranted. We  find  that  the  whole  amount  charged  was  $252.75  ; 
that  an  actual  count  shows  that  there  were  97  folios  which  would 
have  made  the  bill  larger  to  the  extent  of  27  folios  in  each  copy. 

We  also  note  that  since  the  agitation  of  the  subject  in  proceed- 
ings of  similar  nature  wherein  charge  has  been  made  for  copies  that 
the  same  have  been  written  or  type-written  entirely. 

We  find  no  authority  of  law  for  a  charge  for  hearing  claims 
by  the  Judge  of  Probate  in  the  settlement  of  estates,  but  as  the 
law  authorizes  the  appointment  of  Commissioners  for  such  purpose 
and  as  it  is  not  a  part  of  the  duty  required  of  said  Judge  of  Probate 
and  as  the  compensation  of  said  Commissioners  is  fixed  at  $2.00 
each  per  diem,  we  find  the  charge  made  by  the  Probate  Judge  is 
reasonable  and  advantageous  to  the  estate,  and  that  such  practice 
has  prevailed  for  years.  , 

In  the  Zull,  Holt  and  si/liiilar  cases  to  which  our  attention  has 
been  called  and  wherein  a  determination  of  the  case  was  not  reached 
in  the  Probate  Court  we  cannot  reconcile  any  charge  or  receipt  of 
fees  with  our  understanding  of  the  statute  making  the  salary  full 
compensation  for  all  services  performed. 

In  the  matter  of  charges  for  postage,  we  find  nothing  indicative 
of  the  amount  of  matter  mailed  or  stamps  purchased,  except  an  ac- 
count kept  by  the  Register  in  a  book  provided  therefor  and  find  that 
amount  claimed  and  allowed  exactly  corresponds  with  the  amount 
said- record  shows  to  have  been  expended. 

The  limited  time  and  opportunity  afforded  will  not  permit  any 
estimate  of  the  amount  of  fees  annually  received  that  would  be  of 
sufficient  accuracy  to  be  of  value,  but  the  evidence  secured  in  this 
investigation  discloses  over  $500.00  received  in  the  year  1908  and 
there  are  still  many  instances  and  cases  in  which  we  are  uninformed. 

Your  Committee  recom^niend  that  all  bills  against  the  County 
for  expenditures  be  accompanied  by  an  affidavit  stating  that  the 
amount  or  amounts  claimed,  have  been  expended  for  the  purposes 
and  as  therein  specified. 

We  also  recommend  that  tlie  Prosecuting  Attorney  be  request- 
ed to  compile  a  list  of  fees  allowable  by  statute  in  all  matters  in 
the  offices  of  the  Register  of  Deeds,  County  Clerk  and  Judge  of 
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Probate,  and  that  a  card  enumerating  the  same  printed  in  full-faced 
plain  type  be  required  to  be  kept  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in 
each  of  the  several  offices  ;  and  that  the  expense  of  printing  and  pro- 
curing said  card  be  paid  by  the  County. 

We  wish  to  acknowledge  the  courtesies  extended  to  those  late- 
ly connected  with  the  offices  investigated,  as  well  as  those  of  the 
present  incumbents  of  said  offices  for  assistance  to  the  Committee. 

We  desire  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  candor,  impartial- 
ity and  ability  of  Henry  C.  Clark,  the  Attorney  employed  by  this 
Committee.

Supervisor  Martin  .  moved  that  the  above  report  be  accepted 
and  adopted.    Supervisor  McKay  supported  the  motion. 

Some  parts  of  the  above  report  were  discussed  at  length  by  the 
members  of  the  Board  and  Judge  Reynolds  was  then  asked  his  ex- 
planation of  the  matter  in  which  he  stated  his  position  and  cited 
the  law  in  support  of  the  legality  of  his  charges.  Fie  was  corrobor- 
ated in  his  interpretation  of  the  law  by  W.  H.  Lockerby  and  H. 
H.  Barlow,  Attorneys.  Henry  C.  Clark,  Attorney  for  the  Commit- 
tee, defended  his  position  of  the  law  as  it  appeared  in  the  report  of 
the  Committee.  Supervisor  Gray  asked  Supervisor  Stansell,  who 
read  the  report,  whether  or  not  there  was  any  charge  that  Mr.  Rey- 
nolds had  received  illegal  fees  except  as  such  charge  was  based  up- 
on the  statement  of  the  law  as  contained  in  the  report  and  in  regard 
to  which  has  seemed  to  be  a  difference  of  opinion,  Supervisor 
Stansell  replied  that  Mr.  Reynolds  had  not  been  guilty  of  charging 
illegal  fees  in  any  instance  unless  he  was  wrong  in  his  construction 
of  the  law.  It  clearly  appearing  from  the  discussion  which  had 
taken  place  that  Mr.  Reynolds'  position  on  the  legal  phase  of  the 
matter  was  correct  and  that  the  Committee  was  in  error  in  its  in- 
terpretation of  the  law.  Supervisor  Gray  then  made  a  motion  that 
all  that  portion  of  the  Committee's  report  charging  Judge  Reynolds 
with  having  received  illegal  fees  be  expunged. 

Supervisor  Luce  supported  the  above  motion  to  amend  the  re- 
port of  the  Committee  and  the  ayes  and  nays  being  called  for  re- 
sulted in  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Board  for  its  adoption.  Ayes, 


i8;  nays,  none. 

The  report  of  the  Investigating  Committee  as  amended  by  Su- 
pervisor Gray's  motion,  v/as  then  voted  upon  by  the  Board  and 
adopted.  • 

-  Supervisor  Martin  moved  that  the  Clerk  be  instructed  to  draw 
an  Older  for  $5.00  in  favor  of  Clara  E.  Hiesrodt  for  work  performed 
by  her  on  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Settlement  with  the  Coun- 
ty Treasurer,  which  motion  prevailed. 

Supervisor  McKay  moved  that  the  Clerk  be  instructed  to  draw 
an  order  for  $6.00  for  W.  T.  Stansell,  F.  D.  White,  J.  R.  Dickey  and 
E.  A.  Bidelman  for  labor  performed  by  them  outside  of  the  regu- 
lar work.  Supervisor  Tower  supported  the  motion,  which  pre- 
vailed. 

Supervisor  McKay  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  pre- 
vailed : 

Resolved  that  we  extend  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Chairman  of 
this  Board  for  the  imbiased  and  efficient  manner  in  which  he  has 
discharged  the  several  duties  of  the  sessions  of  this  Board  in  the 
past  year. 

Supervisor  Stansell  moved  that  the  Board  also  extend  a  vote 
of  thanks  to  the  recently  elected  Clerk  and  Mrs.  Hiesrodt,  the 
Deputy  Clerk,  for  their  earnest  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  Board  at  this 
session,  which  motion  prevailed. 

Upon  motion  of  Supervisor  McKay,  supported  by  Supervisor 
Tower,  the  Board  adjourned  without  day.
